Today the Council approved Councilmember Huizar's request to fund sidewalk repairs in the 14th 
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District. His motion commits $250,000 of discretionary funds to repair the most egregious broken and 
buckled sidewalks in the District. 

“Fixing sidewalks creates significant benefits for the City,” said Councilmember Huizar. “Safe and 
accessible sidewalks improve the quality of life for residents by increasing pedestrian safety and 
community pride while reducing city liability. 

The Council Office will forward constituent requests and work directly with the Bureau of Street Services 
to target priority repairs for some of the worst sidewalks in a district that has some of the oldest 
infrastructure in the City.

Huizar Demands a Quicker Response to Tree Trimming Needs 

Seeking to end the frustrating delays and inaction over promised tree trimming in the District, 
Councilman Huizar submitted a motion asking for answers from the City department and contractors 
responsible. 

"Tree trimming is a repeatedly unfulfilled promise. My patience has worn thin, and I'm tired of waiting for 
work that should be a routine procedure," said Councilman Huizar. "It's an unacceptable pattern of 
failure, and my constituents deserve better." 

In 2011, Councilman Huizar fought to restore some funding for tree trimming after it had been cut 
entirely from the City budget during the recession. Since then, City Council has provided funding for tree 
trimming for the past three years. This service has been assigned to contracted firms, but despite the 
allocation of funding that service has not materialized. In Council District 14, funded tree trimming is 
more than two years behind schedule, with more than 2,500 trees having been inspected, approved and 
funded for trimming, but not yet trimmed. 

Seeking a more reliable approach, Huizar is calling upon the Bureau of Street Services to immediately 
find a way to accomplish the already-funded tree trimming, and to report back with recommendations to 
change and improve this failed approach to tree trimming.

Councilmember Huizar Announces York Boulevard Resurfacing Project 
Thursday, March 27th - Sunday, March 30th 
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York Blvd. between Figueroa St. and South Pasadena City Limit 

York Boulevard between Figueroa Street and the South Pasadena City Limit (over the bridge) is 
currently being resurfaced! The Bureau of Street Services (BSS) will began the project on Wednesday, 
March 26th and, barring weather delays, complete the project by Sunday, March 30th. 

Over these days, residents can expect the following impacts: 

Fewer lanes during the first two days while BSS profiles the street 

BLOCK BY BLOCK FULL STREET CLOSURES WHILE BSS IS RESURFACING ON SATURDAY, 3/29 

No parking during posted hours 

Detours 

Some noise during working hours 

In addition to resurfacing, the project will install new bike lanes, connecting bike lanes on San Pascual 
Avenue, Avenue 66, York Boulevard, and Pasadena Avenue (in South Pasadena). Existing westbound 
auto lanes will remain. The existing eastbound auto lanes will remain from Figueroa to Ave. 64. From 
Ave. 64 to the South Pasadena City Limit, one eastbound lane will be removed. 

It will also re-stripe the crosswalks in the high-visibility continental crosswalk style. 

All together, this project will create a safer roadway for cars, bikes, and pedestrians. Thank you for your 
understanding and patience during this project. Persons with mobility impediments and their caregivers 
can request assistance if the scheduled street work limits their use (including ingress or egress) of the 
public right of way.

Huizar Calls for Enforcement of Measure D 

Voters approved allowing a limited number of medical marijuana dispensaries to remain open in the City 
with the passage of Measure D. Yet many illegal dispensaries continue to open, in a clear breach of the 
law. To address this problem, Councilman Huizar joined with Councilwoman Nury Martinez asked for a 
status update from the City Attorney on current efforts to close down illegally operating medical 
marijuana dispensaries, and together the Councilmembers also proposed methods to increase 
enforcement of Measure D. 

"Residents of the city need to know exactly what is occurring in their neighborhoods, where exactly 
these illegal storefronts are located, and what is being done to shut them down," the Councilmembers 
wrote in their joint motion. 

Some illegal dispensary operators may be sowing confusion by presenting property owners with City of 
Los Angeles Business Tax Registration Certificates (BTRCs) for medical marijuana collectives. BTRCs 
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are simply a way for the City to collect taxes and are not a permit to operate. Therefore Councilman 
Huizar has called for a full accounting of the matter and is asking whether the City's Office of Finance 
makes a distinction between 'legal' and 'illegal' medical marijuana collectives and dispensaries when it 
issues those BTRCs. 

The motion also asks for some of the tax revenue authorized by Measure D to be allocated for greater 
enforcement of the law. In a separate action, the Council also approved adding two deputy City 
Attorneys to focus on shutting down non-compliant medical marijuana dispensaries.

6 New bicycle rumble strips encourage all users to share the bike path

Yesterday morning, LADOT installed a series of small rumble strips at the Riverdale Park entrance on 
the Elysian Valley River Path. The series of rumble strips are intended to alert cyclists as they approach 
a major pedestrian entrance to the path. Each strip itself is comprised of thermoplastic markings 
approximately four inches wide and between 1 to 3 feet long (pictured above). Keep in mind that each 
rumble strip is designed significantly different from the type used for motor vehicles and therefore will not 
directly hamper the bicyclist’s travel. However, the strips should be significant enough that the bicyclist 
feels a noticeable vibration before reaching the Riverdale Avenue path entrance. LADOT hopes that this 
demo project will remind bicyclists to watch for and slow down when approaching entryways on the path. 
We’ve had a lot of complaints from community members about bicyclists traveling too fast and passing 
them too close. Please treat pedestrains with caution when you are on the path. Slow down and provide 
an audible signal (bell or courteous shout out) when passing people walking, running or moving slower 
along the path. Remember by state law that the path is open to them too! It’s important that we ensure 
that all users feel safe and happy on the bike path, irrespective of how fast (or slow) they’re travelling.

Dear Friend, 

March has been action-packed, both in the District and the Capitol. As the deadline to enroll in 
healthcare neared, California made a strong showing with more than a million sign ups - but the need to 
reach out to minority populations remained as pressing as ever. The 4.7-magnitude earthquake that hit 
mid-month jolted us awake just in time for Saint Patrick's Day and gave new meaning to 
#shamrockshake. But we had extra reason to celebrate that day, with the unanimous election of 
Assemblymember Toni Atkins (D-San Diego) as the next Speaker of the Assembly. And as spring 
arrived, several legislative projects began to take shape and gain momentum, even as we connected 
more deeply than ever with our roots in the 51st District. 

On the legislative front, we have introduced 20 new bills since January. The diverse issues being tackled 
range from LA River support to birth certificate modernization. As chair of the Select Committee on 
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Domestic Violence, I continued hearings throughout the state in order to listen and better respond to the 
needs of diverse communities. And I was thrilled to see my bill, AB1547, which would protect funding for 
domestic violence shelters and programs, sail through committee. For more about our work on these 
and other bills, please check out our legislation page. 

Here in the District, we named an AD 51 Woman of the Year, gave away 200 fruit trees, celebrated Dr. 
Seuss's Birthday and broke ground on the new Los Angeles State Historic Park revitalization project - a 
32-acre parcel of green, open space that will be a transformative force in the lives of many.
